The council recessed, to meet to- 
morrow at 3 pm., at which time it 
will continue discussion on the 
Polish demand that Francisco 
Franco’s Spanish fascist dictator- 
ship be outlawed. 

After an 8-to-3 vote defeated a 
French amendment to shift the 
question from the Security Council 
to the Secretary General, at the 
same time shunting aside the Sec- 
retary General’s memorandum to 
drop the case, Gromyko announced 
it would no longer be possible for 
his government to participate in 
discussions on the Iranian dispute. 

Gromyko repeated again what has 
long been well known—that Iran 
and the Soviet Union had reached 
agreement on all questions; that 
Red Army troop withdrawals, sched- 
uled to be completed May 6, are 
continuing according to schedulé, 
and that both Iran and his gov- 
ernment had declared the 
existence of a dispute requiring 
Security Council attention. 


GLOMYKO’S STATEMENT 


Gromyko’s statement was brief 
and pointed. 

“In view of the agreement reached 
‘ween the Seviet Government and 
the Iranian Government on al 
questions, and in view of the with- 
drawal of the appeal to the Security 
Council by the Iranian Government, 
the Soviet delegate considers that 
the decision of the Security Council 
to retain the Iranian question on its 
agenda as contrary te the charter 
of the United Nations.

WASHINGTON, April 23 (UP).— 
The striking United Mine Workers 
today left it up to the mine opera- 
tors whether 500,000 tons of soft coal 
will be produced monthly for ship- 
ment overseas. 

Director General Fiorello H. La 
Guardia, of the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion, had asked that the coal be 
mined during the current strike. He 
said he would pay the difference 
between present prices and those 
resulting from any wage increase. 
K. C. Adams, editor of the UMW 
Journal and close associate of UMW 
Chief John L. Lewis, said “the 
miners don’t own the mines.” 
There was no immediate state- 
ment from the coal operators. 

La Guardia addressed his request 
to both the union and the operators. 
Lewis left today for Hazleton, Pa., 
to address the UMW anthracite
